It’s hardly surprising that the 
rate of acute resjiiratory diseases 
(ailments of the breathing sys¬ 
tem) rises in the winter. Windy 
gusts, cold and stormy weather 
causes may people whose resist¬ 
ance is low to “catch cold.” And 
people are apt to be lavish about 
sharing with others the coughs 
and colds they “catch.” By the 
time discomfort (or good sense) 
makes you stay home with your 
coughs and sneezes, you may well 
have passed out generous samples 
of germs to others with whom 
you’ve been in contact. 

There is no cure for the com¬ 
mon cold, but there are sensible 
precautions to observe, and there 
are ways to alleviate distress. Bed 
rest is desirable; if there is a 
fever, it's a “must.” In any case, 
plenty of rest will help. A large 
amount of fluids are a good idea. 
The use of a vaporizer to restore 
moisture to the air in your room 
(winter heating often dries the 
air) will provide some comfort. 

Why should you “baby” a cold 
when you don’t really feel that 
sick? For several good reasons. A 
public-spirited one is to keep the 
infection to yourself until it has 
lun its course. A sensibly selfish 
one is to keep your minor infec¬ 
tion from jumping its tracks and 
becoming something more serious. 
Complications—like bronchitis or 
pneumonia—can result from a 
neglected illness of the breathing 
apparatus that didn’t seem seri¬ 
ous in itself. 

Call the doctor if your tem¬ 
perature is above normal, or if 
your throat is painful or your 
chest hurts. If a cough develops 
and hangs on jifter the symptoms 
of cold have cleared up, it may 
mean that you have a more ser¬ 
ious respiratory disease. (An in¬ 
formative leaflet, “Chronic Cough 
and Shortness of Breath—The 
facts,” has been published by the 
the National Tuberculosis Asso¬ 
ciation and is available free front 
your local Christmas Seal asso¬ 
ciation.) 

Finally about colds: Don’t me¬ 
dicate yourself—get your doctor’s 
okay for using products offered 
for relief of pain or reduction of 
congestion. Do keep warm, and 
don’t return to the woidd of the 
active until you can be a member 
in good standing.

More than 15,000 Slassachusetts 
veterans and widows of veterans 
pi'esently receiving pensions from 
the Veterans Administration will 
cause their payments to stop if 
they fail to file by Jan. 31, 1965 
the income questionnaire mailed 
them last November. 

William F. Connors, manager 
of VA’s Bo.ston office stated that 
81,000 of the 46,000 who received 
questionnaires with their Novem¬ 
ber checks have already retumed 
them filled out. If the i-emaining 
unfiiod questionnaires do not 
reach VA by the Jan. 31st dead¬ 
line, VA has no alternative but 
to stop the pensioner’s check, Con¬ 
nors explained. 

Tiiese que.stiomiaire cai'ds 
should be filled out completely, 
with care to avoid fohling or mu¬ 
tilation, and returned to the VA 
by Jan. 31.

NEW DOLLARS 

MAY NOT ROLL 

Washington 

The 4o million silver dollar au¬ 
thorized by Congress last year 
may never be minted, administra¬ 
tion sources have disclosed. 

Minting of the round dollar.s 
probably will he postponed until 
decisions are made on the broader 
problem of the silver content of 
other coins. 

Administration policymakers 
said Congi*ess will be asked 
meanwhile to stop an order for 
new silver dollars. This request 
will follow general recommenda¬ 
tions to relieve shortages of coins 
and silver. 

Plans had been announced last 
year to start issuing the new 
coins either late last year or early 
in 1965. 

There seems little doubt that 
the Treasury will ask that the 
amount of silver now in the coins 
in general use be reduced or elim¬ 
inated. 

If the silver dollars were mint¬ 
ed, the Treasury would be put in 
the awkward position of recom¬ 
mending silver conseiwation in 
minor coins while consuming 38 
million ounces of silver in pro¬ 
ducing a coin which has virtually 


disappeared from circulation in 
many parts of the country. 

A shoi-tage of all coins has pei'- 
sisted for several years despite 
a tremendous increase in produc¬ 
tion. Treasury officials have said 
there are signs of some slight 
easing of the coin shortgae. But 
there is usually some “flowback” 
of coins into Federal Reserve 
Banks after the Christmas shop¬ 
ping season. Officials probably 
will observ'e this flowback before 
making a final deci.sion on silver 
coinage. 

No silver dollars have been 
minted for about 30 years. Their 
use is limited to a few Western 
states and to trade promotions 
elsewhere.
